CREAM AS WELL AS MILK 

MUST BE OF GOOD QUALITY 

BocaUBQ cream Is sold In amnllor 
quantities than milk la no reason why 
leas cnro should bo glvQU by inspoc- 
tors in Insuring a safe supply of good 
quality, says tho United States dopart- 
mcnt of agriculture. It is just as de- 
sirable fur cream to come from tuber- 
culin- tested cows or be properly pas- 
teurized, or both, as that milk should. 
Heavy croam for whlpplag purposes 
Is often raw and its quality should ho 
above suspicion. Cream from old or 
returned milk of poor qtuallty is not 
desirable. 

All cities need carefully doflned 
grades for cream» according to the 
department, with a fixed minimum 
for light, table, or coffee cream, which 
is tho usual cream of commerce. Tho 
federal standard for croam which goos 
Into interstate or foreign commerce 
Is 18 per cent butterfat, and In differ- 
ent cities it varies usually from IS 
to 20 per cent. Sometimes what la 



known ns "double cream" Is Bold, and 
when that term Is used the croam 
should contain twlco as much fat as 
la required in ordinary cream, usually 
from 3G to 40 per cent of butter fat. 
"Whipping cream" may contain less 
butter fat than "double cream," but 
according to a ruling by tho bureau of 
chemistry, cream thus labeled. If 
shipped inthratato, must contain at 
least 30 per cent butterfat

In the year of a Presidential 
election, against the bitterest par- 
tisan attack In a generation, he has 
gained the complete conlldence of the 
American people. There are few 
comparable successes in American 
history. 

"What Is happening In Europe Is 
quite as much his accomplishment as 
Is the personal tribute of the Illinois 
primaries. The selection of General 
Dawes and Mr. Young was one of 
those master strokes of administra- 
tive judgment that are the essence of 
Coolidge leadership. These two 
Americans bore no governmental 
credentials. They represented Amer- 
ican common sense alone.

The talth ot the 
people In the President has been 
abundantly justified by the labor of 
these two Americans toward tbo res- 
cue ot Europe Irom economic disas- 
ter. 

It is upon the character of the 
President that this trust has been 
built. No one achievement and no one 
quality have won this faith. In a 
period ot isolated corruption and gen- 
oral hysteria he has stood a figure of 
utter integrity and unfaltering cour- 
age. He has not attempted cither 
dramatic strokes or brilliant words. 
He has simply stood fast and labored 
with the last ounce of his ability and 
energy. His entire record haa been 
as unsensational as Is his habitual 
manner. Yet his very poise, bis un- 
hurried resolve to reach a right decis- 
ion before acting, lot his critics shrill 
as they might, has bad Its dramatic 
appeal..

Slaughter of 
Cows Means New 
Herds in Illinois 



Every time tho sun goes down In 
Illinois 5S more tuberculin-reacting 
cows bito the dust. Approximiitely 
1,000 dairy cattle are being tested In 
Illinois every day, of which an aver- 
age of 5S head react and have to be 
killed. 

With 58 cows returning to the Crea- 
tor every day in Illinois, It Immediate- 
ly becomes apparent that Illinois 
dairy farmers must refill their dairy 
barns with other cattle,* tuberculin 
free, If they are to keep In the milk 
production game— and it's milk and 
cream that has been paying the Illi- 
nois farmer heaviest these last two 
or three years, according to M. H. 
Petersen, head of the tuberculosis 
eradication departnjient of the Illinois 
Agricultural Association. Illinois 
now has the largest tuberculosis era- 
dication program of any state In the 
Union so far as the number of coun- 
ties doing area testing are concerned, 
according to Mrs. Petersen, and the 
work is growing each month with the 
demand for clean cattle Increasing 
by leaps and bounds. 

Now, according to Mrs. Petersen, 
comes the problem of refilling the bo- 
vine ranks. Fifteen hundred cattle 
are brought by Illinois farmers from 
outside the state every month, and 
1400 of these comes from Wisconsin 
nlore. Many times, the unsuspecting 
Illinois farmer buys some dairy cows 
from outside the state through a cat 
tie agent only to find that his milk 
producers have been "plugged," that 
is, filled so with the tuberculosis 
germs that when a few more are add- 
ed in making the regulation tubercu- 
lin test for Importation Into lUinola, 
there ia no apparent reaction. 
"Plugging," according to Mr. Peter- 
pen, is as effective In (he dairy cat- 
tle game as prlnted-to-order Scotch 
labels are to the professional boot- 
leggers. 

^'And.*' says Mr. Peterson, "It's the 
agents that usually cause the trouble 
and Ronorally do all the "plugging." 
The farmers of "WlBconsIn are Just 
US honest an thOHQ of Illinois. AVhat 
wo need iB closer contact between the 
flellers of Wisconsin and the buyers 
of Illinois. When a farmer buys his 
own cattle himself, he very seldom 
gets stung. Let the farmers of Illin- 
ois know more dairymen of Wiscon- 
sin and we will have cleaner, better 
cattle in Illinois." 

So, quite largely, according to Mr. 
Petersen and Mr. Lynch, the latter 
being head of the dairy marketing de- 
partment of the Illinois Agricultural 
Association, the matter of buying 
dairy cattle from strangers becomes 
a matter of faith. Faith and ethics 
are closely linked, they say, nnd es- 
pecially in the dairy cattle game. To 
build up ethics and faith l)etween the 
seller of dairy cattle and the buyer, 
they have proposed In the name of 
the IlIInoiH Agricultural Association, 
that there be a "Ureoders' Congress" 
at the ne.xt National Dairy show, at 
Milwaukee Sopt. 27, to October i. 

According to the two progenitors 
of the klea, dairymen from all the 
states which are In need of dairy 
cattle, such as Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska. North and South Dakota. 
Ohio, Missouri and Indiana, would 
gatlier at the National Dairy Show 
next fall, meet the sellers of the cat- 
lie from Wisconsin and other states, 
talk over their prol)Iem3, go on ex- 
cursions to visit dairy farms In Wis- 
consin and hear a good program of 
speakers during the days of the 
"Breeders' Congress." W. E, Skinner, 
general manager of the National 
Dairy Show, thinks it's a good idea, 
and plans are now being laid where- 
by representatives from all the states 
Interested can moot soon and get the 
lirst annual "Droeders' Congress" un- 
der way. Special trains ol Pullmans 
could carry and house whole county 
farm bureaus and more dairy know- 
ledge could be obtained -by the parti- 
cipants than could be preached by ex- 
position in a century, Mr. Lynch 
points out.

An extension ngont In Virginia call- 
ed on the specialist In rural cnglncrr- 
Ing for advice In the case of a uo'nan 
who wished to Install ninnlng w?.ter 
in her homo.

age, kitchen sink, and waste pipe 
were purchased for 5*19, which put 
running water into tho kitchen. 



CHEESE BUYER APPROVES 

NEW GOVERNMENT METHOD 

That the work of the United States 
Department of Agriculture In Improv- 
ing iho methods of manufacturing 
Swiss cheese has been successful was 
shown not long ago, when one of tho 
largest buyers of this kind of cheese 
In the country made the statement to 
the chief of the dairy division that ho 
bought all the product made In this 
way that he Is able to obtain. Ho 
added that he considers Swiss cheese 
made In this way the finest made 
here. Another evidence of this man's 
preference Is shown by the fact that 
he has hired tlio Government man 
who was in charge of this cheese 
work In the field nnd has made ef- 
forts to sot another man engaged lu 
this work. 

This S\vls8 cheese discovery con- 
sisted essentially In a method of con- 
trolling the "eye" formation. The 
organisms which produce this effect 
were found, and It Is now possible 
to Introduce Into tho milk the speci- 
fic cultures which produce the desir- 
ed result instead of leaving it largely 
to chance, as has been done for gen- 
erations. It Is now poBsiblo to pro- 
duce a much higher percentage of 
the best quality cheese. 



COW-TEST RECORDS SHOW 

VALUE OF PUREBRED BULLS 
A tabulation has Just been com- 
pleted by tho Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, United States Department of 
Agriculture, in which the records oC 
38-1 grade daughters of purebred 
dairy bulls were compared with the 
records of their dams. The average 
yearly -hutterfat production of the 
dams was 309 pounds, and that of the 
daughters 313 pounds. The daugh- 
ters excelled the dams with a margin 
of only 4 pounds of buttorfat a year, 
but the fact that they excelled such 
high-producing dams at all speaks 
very well for the class of purebred 
dairy bulls that la being used In tho 
cow-testing association herds from 
which these records came. In this 
connection, estimates show thai the 
average butterfat production of milk 
cows In the United States Is only ICO 
pounds annually. 

The records of the dams were ar- 
ranged In five groups according to 
production of butterfat. Theao five 
groups averaged 100, 200, 300 400 and 
.^iOO pounds, respectively. The daugh- 
ters of the first or 100-pound group 
produced 74 pounds more butterfat 
than their dams. The daughters of 
tho second group produced 55 pounds 
more butterfat than their dams. Tho 
daughters of the third group produc- 
ed 9 pounds more butterfat than their 



dams. The daughters of the fourth 
group produced 20 pounds less but- 
terfat than their dams. Tho daugh- 
ters of the fifth group produced SG 
pounds loss butterfat than their 
dams. 

From these figures wo may con- 
clude that good purebred bulls are 
needed for every dairy herd and that 
purebred hulls selected from very 
high producing ancestry are required 
when the production records of the 
dams are above 300 pounds of buttor- 
fat a year. As tho average produc- 
tlon ol herds advance, better and still 
hotter bulls are needed to nmlntaln 
and to Increase production. 



In the milk-utlllzatlon campaign 
carried on In Benton county, Iowa 
during 1923, attention was largely di- 
rected to tho homo consumption of 
milk, but 14 townships were Interest- 
ed In chcesemaking as a phase of 
milk utilization. About 900 pounds 
of cheese wero made in the county, 
-according to a report received by tho 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture.
